SAMBHUI. 


For the report on the trade of Samshui in 
1899 Mr. Acting Consul Littie is responsible} 
and to him has fal‘en the lot, as he points out, of 
being the first t2 compare the’ results of two 
completa. years’ trade—for Samshiwi was only 
oponed gs a Treaty Port in the middle of 1897. 
It is gratifying, he says, to he able to record 
that the imports have nearly doubled and tho 
exports ‘more than doubled. Ssamshmui. itself is 
littl more than a village aud waa selected us a 
Treaty port. because of: its position at the 
junction of three important rivers, giving access 
toon oxtensive hinterland. * 7 

Tue imports in 1898 were to the value of 
£192,000, in 1899 £362,000; the exports in 1898 
29),000, in 1809 £85,000, The foreiyn share 
of the imports wa; £351,000 against £177,000 in 
13898, rfbarly oll of which came from Hongkong. 
Cotton goods represent considerably over ‘halt 
tho total foreign imports, and the principal 
inilrenses were in grey and. white Aivtinen, 
Japanese cotton flannel, cloth and crape, and 
Taian yern.. Japanese cotton goods Were in 
great: favour, owing to their cheapness and good 
appearance. In Woollens tho mein increase 
wis in English camlets. Metals rose in valuo 
from -£129 to £1,900. . Among Sundries, raw 
‘cotton, aniline dyes, flour, Japanese matches, 
kerosene, und: tobacco ‘(native reimported viu 
Hoagkeny) show hig figures. and a considerabto 
amount of forvign suger was imported, although 
Somshui is a sugar-producing district, owing to 
tho superior quality .of the foreign article. 
Nutive imports foll off to the extent, of over 
£2,800. ; ; 

‘The principal exports were straw bags, brown 
sugar, craskers, papers, and tobacco. Sugur, 


says Mr. Little, promises most for the future,’ 


of the export trade, The refineries of Hong- 
kouy, ho continues, should provide a market 
close ut hund, but the export duty will_some- 
“what handicap. the native grower.. Of the 
exports over £14.000 went to Chinesa ports 
and the rest of tlle £85,000 to Hongkong. * 

Over 1,100 transit passes. inwards, covering 
jgoods of the value of £17,000,, wore issued; being 
about three times. the value in the previous 
year.

Over 36,000 passon ges arrived at and left 
the port in steamers during. tho year. Thoso 
eattied on native bouts towed by launches and 
onordinary sailing craft far exeeed this figure. 

Tho steamors entered and cleared numbered 
-7,910 with a tonnage of aver 542,000 tons, being 
an increase’ of some 2.600° steamers and 250,009 
tons, Of theso, 2,240 with a tonnage of 329,000 
tons were British, being un increase of about 
550. steamers ond 111,000 tons, ‘lhe Chinese 
come next with about half the’ tonnage, but 
donble the number of steamers, most of them 
being launches. “The Portuguese. German, 
American and Freieh flags share the remain- 
dor; tha last, mentioned haying only four vessels 
of 32 tons. Thero is, besides, an immense 
amount of native shipping passing up and down 
thoriver, One day Mr. Little coynted 60 boats 
(muny of them large) pass in 40-1minutes.”
